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BYU counseling tactics changing 


Editor’s Note: The following is the 
last of a three-part series on the effect 
timely graduation has on the quality 
of education at BYU. This segment 
focuses on the changes advisement 
centers have made to encourage stu- 
dents to graduate quickly.

Emphasis on four-year graduation 
has changed the way advisement cen- 
ters are counseling students at BYU. 
What used to be an optional service is 
now mandatory for some depart- 
ments. 

Some students are now required to 
schedule planning sessions for gradu- 
ation or to face a hold on registration. 
Even those departments without such 
requirements have altered their 
approach to counseling students. 

“Tt has changed dramatically,” said 
Audrey Megerian, advisement center 
supervisor for the College of Biology 
and Agriculture. 

The main difference within the 
advisement centers seems to be a 
trend toward focusing on one degree, 
as opposed to pursuing weighty dou- 
ble majors and minors. 

“So many take minors — something 
we used to encourage. Now we ask 
them ‘why add the extra classes?’” 
Megerian said. 

“The University is going to strongly 
discourage students from adding up 
more (than the necessary credits) 


without good justification. Students 
are more aware of what they want and 
what they need to attain it,” she said. 
Another advisement counselor con- 
curs. 
“One specific (change) is in major 


. choices, Before we strongly recom- 


mended a double major to enhance 
students’ education. Now that has 
been eliminated — we’ve ceased to 
recommend it,” said Mary Anne Rich, 
supervisor of the Humanities 
Advisement Center. : 

However, Rich said that overall her 
office hasn’t changed its approach 
dramatically since the push to gradu- 
ate speedily. 

“We’ve been telling students the 
same all along,” said: Rich about the 
request for a graduation plan from 
students. 

Megerian says the key to getting a 
thorough education doesn’t come 
from loading up on unneeded courses, 
but from planning early. 

“Quality is not affected if (students) 
plan well,” Megerian said. “Courses 
are not going to be as broad.” 

Megerian says those students who 
are determined in their decision to 
load up with double majors will not 
be told to abandon their efforts. 

“There is a window of mercy and 
consideration,” she said. 

At least one student, however, says 
she is concerned about what might be 
lost by shortening programs. 

Jeanna Dengg, a junior from New 
Jersey, worries that getting rid of

“put you behind,” she said. 

“Study Abroad takes out a whole 
semester, unless you major in a lan- 
guage,” Dengg said. 

Both students and counselors agree 
that incoming freshmen will need a 
lot more direction’ and help to know 
what to take and when to take it. This 
would avoid unnecessary detours or 
delays that often result when new stu- 
dents aren’t guided from the start. 

Rebecca Blake, a senior from 
Corvallis, Ore., said a professor told 
her what classes she should be taking 
and how to best prepare for graduate 
school. Her counselor didn’t mention 
any kind of plan to speed her toward 
graduation, she said. 

“If they want us to get out earlier, 
they should (give us direction soon- 
er),” Blake said. 

Randy Shumway, a sophomore from 
College Station, Texas, majoring in 
accounting, had difficulty knowing 
where to go as a freshman. 
Nonetheless he is supportive of the 
administration’s current emphasis on 
early graduation. 

“T’m totally supportive of (the four- 
year push); it will cut out the busy 
work, the colleges will better utilize 
the hours,” he said. 

Pam Williamson, supervisor for the 
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College of Engineering and 
Technology Advisement Center, said 
she starts advising students before 
they even get to BYU. 

She said she visits as many high 
schools as she can to encourage stu- 
dents to load up on AP course work 
and to fulfill their math/language 
requirement before stepping foot on 
campus. 


One counselor was particularly 
pleased with the results of the 
changes. 

“People are focusing on coming to 
the University to graduate and it’s 
finally happening,” said Brenda 
Butterfield, supervisor of the College 
of Fine Arts and Communications 
AdvisementCenter. 


Sea breezes help to contain 
Southern California’s fires

LAGUNA BEACH, Calif. 
Stubborn strips of flame zigzagged 
through Southern California on 
Thursday as cool sea breezes helped 
firefighters gain ground against a 
firestorm that destroyed nearly 600 
homes and burned 116,000 acres. 

A procession of fire refugees 
walked through the smoke along a 
coastal highway into Laguna Beach, 
the posh coastal resort in Orange 
County half-gutted by a wall of flame 
that destroyed more than 300 homes. 

Authorities blocked the Pacific 
Coast Highway, allowing residents to 
return only on foot or bicycle. 
Hundreds of people abandoned their 
cars to make the trip. 

“It’s just total devastation,” John 
McMurray said as he used a shovel to 
poke through the debris that was once 
his home. “This whole neighborhood 
is burnt. We haven’t been able to sal- 
vage anything.” 

Valerie Coleman dabbed tears with 
a towel as she watched smoke rise 
from the remnants of the apartment 
she lost Wednesday. 

“TJ have nothing,” she said. 

President Clinton declared disasters 
in five counties and federal agencies 
organized help for 25,000 displaced 
residents. Police hunted the arsonists 
responsible for some. of the fires and 
patrolled neighborhoods to prevent 
looting. 

Cool sea breezes signaled an end to 
the hot, dry Santa Ana condition that 
on Wednesday fanned 13 blazes into 
firestorms from Ventura County, 
north of Los Angeles, to the U.S.- 
Mexico border. The gusty winds blow 
through Southern California every fall 
from the deserts east of Los Angeles. 

Altogether, dozens of firefighters 
were hurt, and two remained in seri- 
ous condition Thursday. Thousands of 
others were exhausted by all-night

struggles. 

Jeff Genoway, 22, an Orange 
County firefighter, caught two hours 
of sleep on the driveway of a house 
during a 48-hour shift that showed no 
signs of ending Thursday. 

“It’s not hard to sleep on concrete 
when you’re extremely tired,” said 
Genoway, stationed in the Laguna 
Hills overlooking the coastline. 

By Thursday, firefighters had con- 
tained more than half of the. 10,000- 
acre fire in Laguna Beach, 40 miles 
southeast of Los Angeles. Police said 
the cause was arson. Arson also was 
suspected in a 33,11 1-acre fire in 
Ventura County that destroyed 18 
structures. 

A transient who had set a fire while 


trying to keep warm was arrested in 
connection with a 5,500-acre blaze 
that consumed 115 homes in 
Altadena, 15 miles northeast of Los 
Angeles in the San _ Gabriel 
Mountains. 

From Washington, D.C., President 
Clinton sent Federal Emergency 
Management Agency Director James 
Lee Witt to California. 

About 2,130 firefighters from 
around the state and 600 U.S. Forest 
Service firefighters were summoned 
to the region. Gov. Pete Wilson said 
6,500 firefighters were already on the 
lines. 

U.S. Air Force and Air National 
Guard C-130 Hercules aircraft joined 
the battle.

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Economy picks up; 1993 deficit drops 


WASHINGTON — Economic growth picked up considerably in the July- 
September quarter, and the budget deficit in 1993 fell to the lowest level in 
three years. 


President Clinton attributed the improvements to his policies and declared, 


“Now we’re beginning to see real results.” 

The $5.1 trillion economy, as measured by the gross domestic product, the 
sum of all goods and services produced in the United States, grew at a season- 
ally and inflation-adjusted annual rate of 2.8 percent in the third quarter, the 
Commerce Department reported Thursday. 

That was the best growth so far this year, surpassing the modest 1.9 percent 
rate of the second quarter and the anemic 0.8 percent performance of the first. It 
came despite billions of dollars in crop damage from floods in the Midwest and 
drought in the Southeast. 

Meanwhile, the budget deficit for fiscal 1993, which ended Sept. 30, totaled 
$254.9 billion, Clinton said. That is the lowest since 1990, down from a record 
$290.3 billion in 1992. 

But private economists pointed out that third-quarter rate only matches the 
weakest of the four quarters during George Bush’s last year as president. 


Aristide calling for total trade embargo 


UNITED NATIONS — Haiti’s ousted president, his hopes of returning to 
power by this weekend all but gone, called Thursday for a total trade embargo 
to.force out the country’s military leaders. 

Jean-Bertrand Aristide said he would not waver in his fight to restore Haiti to 
democracy. He said he would not return until army commander Lt. Gen. Raoul 
Cedras steps down. 

“One, he must leave,” Aristide said at a news conference following a speech 
to the General Assembly. “Two, I must return.” 

An oil and weapons embargo imposed by the Security Council on the military 
government last week has nearly brought transport in Haiti to a standstill. The 
council also ordered the assets of anti-democratic forces in Haiti frozen to pres- 
sure the military rulers to step down. 


Clintons campaign for health care plan 


BALTIMORE -; Doubts will give way to support once Americans learn 
what’s in his revamped health-system overhaul, President Clinton suggested 
Thursday as he set out with first lady Hillary Rodham Clinton to sell the plan. 

“Tt begins with you knowing about it. Please help us,” the president told a 
crowded auditorium audience at Johns Hopkins University. Medical students in 
white coats lined up along the sides. 

Hillary Clinton conceded that the legislation faces a difficult journey in 
Congress. “This debate will be a vigorous one. There’s a lot at stake,” she said. 

“We want people to become informed in order to rebut the kinds of attacks, 
the misinformation, the advertising campaigns that will be stirred up in the next 
months,” Hillary Clinton said. 

Public opinion polls have shown that support for the plan has dropped off 
since Clinton presented a broad outline in a nationally televised speech five 
weeks ago.

Don Marshall, director of BYU’s 
International Cinema program, said 
each movie is haunting in a different 
way, but the two documentaries on 
the extreme right are the most fright- 
ening of all. 

“These real documentaries are more 
scary than the vampire movie, mainly 
because they are real and these things 
exist right now in America,” Marshall 
said. “I want people to know about 
these things.” 

“Blood in the Face” is a chilling 
documentary produced in 1990 by 
Anne Bohlen and Kevin Rafferty, 
along with journalist James 
Ridgeway. 

Invited to gatherings of extreme 
rightist groups such as the Ku Klux 
Klan, Aryan Nations, Posse 
Comitatus and the Euro-American 
Alliance, the filmmakers present the 
radical views of members of these 
groups completely without narration 
or commentary. 

Proudly and without shame, men 
and women, youth and old people 
alike express their contempt for non- 
white peoples, their praise for Adolf 
Hitler, their denial of the Jewish 
Holocaust and their plans for trans- 
forming the United States into an 
exclusively white nation. 

“Resurgence,” a film by Pamela 
Yates and Peter Kinoy, contrasts two 
opposing groups of Americans in 
their fight for what they believe to be 
right. 

The film focuses on a two-year-long 
strike led by black women against a 
chicken-producing plant in Laurel, 
Miss., and their fight for social and 
economic reform against the KKK. 

It further shows how increasing 
numbers of the KKK are working to 
reach their goal for a “white 
America,” including going through 
military training. 

Members of the KKK and the 


‘American Nazi Party make such com- 


ments as, “I thank God every day that 
I am white. I am glad my grandpa did 
not mess with those sub-humans,” 
and, “The patriotic people in America 
are willing to fight.” 

“Nosferatu” is the German Dracula. 
and this film by Werner Herzog 
proves the Germans are adept at cap- 
turing horror on. film. 

The famous German actor Klaus 
Kinski portrays an unusually poetic 
and melancholy vampire, soliciting 
both fear and sympathy from the 
audience. 

Marshall said “Nosferatu” is an 
especially artistic telling of Bram 
Stoker’s Dracula tale, and well con- 
veys the feeling of the Romantic Era.

“We’re doing things differently, like 
encouraging students to take 16 core 
units of science, social studies and 
English,” he said. 

Of the 2,000 students who attend 
Timpview, about 60 percent will end 
up. going to college, Smoot said.
